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! The chairman of the Presi- 
dent's Oil Policy Committee 
has'concluded thgt the volun- 
■ ary program to assure fair 
i listribution of gasoline and 
i ither oil products is not work- 
ing and that the administra- 
tion is “drafting a mandatory 
| >rogram to take its place.” 

-In a letter ot Sen. Thomas J. 
! Jclntyre (D-N.H.), Deputy 
' ireasury Secretary William E. 
i Simon said that a mandatory 

i irogram requiring major oil 
ompanies to supply independ- 
ent buyers will help keep them 
tr business, although it will 
;dt increase total output of oil 
.nd its products. 

-The letter was dated Thurs- 
day, June 28, the day before 
ihe President announced that 
!:£ would name Colo. Republi- 
i :an Gov. John A. Love to head 
1 He administration’s new en- 
< :rgy pohcy office. 

.Love told reporters at the 
' Vpstern White House that he 
was opposed to a mandatory 
sJIocation system and said he 


favored a voluntary program. 
In response to a question, 
Love said he had riot yet 
talked to Simon. 

Last May, the administra- 
tion announced a voluntary oil 
allocation system which called 
on all suppliers to sell their 
customers the same percent- 
age of their refinery output 
and supplies of crude oil that 
they sold them in the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1972. 

Simon promised then that if 
“voluntary compliance fails, 
more stringent measures will 
be taken.” Two weeks ago the 
administration held hearings 
on whether the voluntary sys- 
tem was working. 

Simon told McIntyre that 
the administration’s “current 
plans” for the mandatory pro- 
gram will require major oil 
companies to supply independ- 
ent gasoline wholesalers and 
marketers who were their cus- 
tomers during March of 1973. 
They will be required to sup- 
ply that marketer “for the du- 
ration of the allocation pro- 
gram.” 


The major oil companies 
must supply the wholesaler 
or independent marketer, such 
as an independent service sta- 
tion, the same amount that 
they used during calendar 
year 1972. 

If the oil company cannot 
supply all of its customers 
with their 1972 levels, it must 
curtail all of them “evenly, 
across the board.” The com- 
pany .could not cut back an 
independent station 60 per 
cent and one of its own out- 
lets by 10 per cent, Simon 
said in his letter to McIntyre. 

Simon said that there are 
two different dates in the plan 
because the single base period 
in the voluntary program 
caused “extraordinary admin- 
istrative difficulties,” particu- 
larly where retail outlets 
“which sold the product of one 
major oil company are now 
selling the products of an- 
other.” 

So the independent’s sup- 
plier is determined by the sup- 
plier he had during March, 
but the supply he should re- 
ceive is determined by the 
r 


amount supplied him during 
1972. 

Simon said the change was 
made to calendar year 1972 be- 
cause most companies keep re- 
cords on a calendar year basis. 

Simon told McIntyre, who 
introduced the amendment 
giving the President authority : 
to allocate oir, that if a 
“particular marketer had no 
supplier in March 1973, he will 
be able to apply to the Office 
of Oil and Gas (of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior) for a pri- 
ority allocation.” 

Interor is administering the 
current voluntary program. 

Simon cautioned McIntyre 
that “what I- say is subject to 
change.” 

In another development, 
four of the nation’s major 
producers of gasoline con- 
firmed that they would be 
able to increase deliveries to 
wholesalers and retailers. 

The confirmations — from 
Texaco, Gulf, Exxon and Shell 
— considerably brightened the 
picture for gasoline supplies 
this summer.
